Her guests, however, were 
in the stand, as well as many high offi- 
cials of the government, the members 
of the diplomatic corps and their ladies 
and a large number of distinguished 
visitors. 


It was after 3 o'clock when the review 


began. 
The presideut stood at the

Never Before Has Washington Wlt» 
nessecl Such a Grand Inaugural Ball 
The culminating event of the inaugu-

ral ball, held last night in the vast au- 
ditorium of the Pension olllce building, 
with men and women distinguished in 
every walk of life touching elbows, 
dancing aud mingling with the plain 
American citizen. 
As a spectacular 


event it was cuparalled iu the history 
of inaugural balir,. 


Soon after 8 o'clock the vast interior 


of the building began to take on life 
und animation. 
Pending the arrival of 


the presidential party, the early com- 
ers devoted themselves iu viewing the 
exquisite beauties of the ^CT.". 
The 


presidential party arrived 
at 
10:15 


o'clock. 
They were preceded by a glit- 


tering array of oflicers in full uni- 
form and were escorted to the private 
office of Commissioner Evans.

At 11:10 Sunday night, after the sen- 


ate conferees on the river and harbor 
bill had reported a disagreement, Sen- 
ator Carter began his speech. Ap- 
parently in a facetious vein he began 
his attack upon the measure, denounc- 
ing it as vicious and pernicious legisla- 
tion, unwarranted by conditions and un- 
sound in principle. 


Shortly before 5 o'clock Mr. Allison 


submitted a further disagreement on 
the sundry civil bill, the item in con- 
tention being the appropriation for tha 
three expositions. 


From this the senate receded, and 


then passed tho St. Louis exposition 
bill. 
Mr. Tilltnau, who has 
cham- 


pioned the appropriation for Charleston 
throughout the session, made a fina/ 
iippeal to tbe senate to save the Charles- 
ton item, but he realized that the Mis- 
sissippi senators were more powerful 
than he. By a vote of 38 to 10 the sen- 
ate receded from the Charleston ap- 
propriation, and the bill svas passed.

an hour between 10:30 and 11 o'clock 
yesterday, Mr. Carter spoke practically 
continually. 'lie yielded the floor only 
after the ceremony of the induction of 
Vice President Koosevelt into office bad 
begun. 


In retiring as president pro tern of the 


senate, Mr. Krye, in response to a res- 
olution of thanks for his courtesy and 
impartiality, delivered a brief but tell- 
ing address to the senate. 


At the •jou.CiUsiou of the session of the 


Fifty-sixth congress Vice President 
Koosevelt was sworn in and imme- 
diately called the senate of the Fifty- 
seventh congress, to order. 
The new- 


senators were sworn in in groups of 
four. 
At the conclusion of this pro- 


ceeding the senate attended the inau- 
guration of the president on tho east 
front of the Capitol. At 1:43 the senate 
returned to its chamber ami adjourned 
Immediately until todsiy. 


The house closed its session at 11:45 


yesterday ainid a demonstration from 
its members following the delivery of 
an impressive valedictory by Speaker 
Henderson. The galleries were almost 
empty, for there were too many sights 
aud scenes without the building, and 
too many restrictions on admission, to 
permit an overflowing assemblage.

A CODE LANGUAGE WHICH HELPS IN 


BUYING OR SELLING.

Pas> Between Partners or Between 
Employers and Manager* When 
Patting Through m, Deal. 
The business man's &ign language is 


not a general language that anybody 
might study and understand. 
If that 


were the case, its value would soon bo 
gone. It is not even a language generally 
understood by any branch of business, 
such as the wholesale carpet dealers, the 
tobacco importers, the furniture dealers, 
and so on. 


It is in deals among themselves that 


these signs are mostly used and serve 
their best purpose. The sign language 
as used by business men is more of a 
code of signals. They all use tbe same 
expressions and phrases in their sign 
talk, but every merchant has his own 
code with which he carries on his sign 
talk with his partner or his subordinates. 
It comes into play when partners are 
conferring together with an outsider with 
whom lh« firm is doing business-or else 
•the head of the house and some of his 
subordinates are putting through a busi- 
ness deal with the representative of some 
other business house. 


It wouldn't do for the partners to con- 


tinually whisper together or for the head 
of tbe house to turn to one of his sub- 
ordinates and say in a hoarse, low growl, 
"This fellow is trying to charge us two 
prices." It may be that the subordinate 
should know what is in his superior's 
mind, V that he can govern himself ac- 
cordingly, but if there should be any 
whispered consultation the representa- 
tive of the other firm might become sus- 
picious and feel that he was being plotted 
against nnd show, a sudden stubbornness 
about reducing his price. 


So the business man who wants to tell 


the bead of any department of his busi- 
ness who i* assisting him in buying a 
certain line of goods that "this fellow is 
charging us two prices" merely reaches 
for a cigar and scratches a match twice 
before he lights it. 
Two partners in 


consultation use their own code in talk- 
ing to each other-in the presence of any 
outsider. One will telegraph "raise the 
price" by passing his finger over his up- 
per lip or "lower the price" of the goods 
in question by stroking the lower lip. 
The amount to be raised or lowered is 
shown by resting th'e head upon the 
open left hand, one, two or more of 
whose fingers will be lifted clear of the 
head, $5 for 
each finger if small 


amounts orfngera at $25 to $100 apiece 
in big "deals." The gestures are as nat- 
ural as possible if dene' by an "old hand." 
And various firms use slight alterations 
which make the sign talk impossible for 
a stranger to read.. The agents and em- 
ployees of big business houses are sel- 
dom so thoroughly "up" ia this tele- 
graphing as the managers, and two part- 
ners will "talk" before tbe smartest rep- 
resentative of a rival bouse without his 
perceiving tbe drift of the conversation, 
even though he may know a sign con- 
versation is being carried on. 


If there is anything shady 'about a 


third and fourth feMty. the fact is some- 
time* conveyed by maaientarily rubbing 
the left eye with the back of the forefin- 
ger, or if it be that a dealer or a rival is 
"deep" and tries to arrange a well laid 
scheme, with Most «f the advantage on 
bis own side, one fricad signals to tbe 
other: "Be careful! 
Trying to catch 


you!" by resting his head on the first 
and second fingers af the right band. 


Probably the commonest of all signs 


are, "Accept tie offer" or "Clinch the 
deal," conveyed by pulling tbe Test down 
with both bands, aa if straightening it, 
and "Refute" or "Step negotiations" by 
biting at the thumb aail. These signals 
are made before carrying tbe resolution 
out, to give the/, partner a chance to 
silently object if'he disagrees, when the 
sign "Paatpone," by passing the hand 
over the forehead, is made and a chance 
to discu»* things in private. 


"Yes" If signaled by closing the right 


fist and "No" by closing the left. 
"Pre- 


tend indifference," by biting the lower 
lip, Is a frequent message, especially in 
discussing contracts for large amounts, 
when the "outsider" shows signs of anx- 
iety to clinch matters. 
In, the whole- 


sale dry goods business biting the lip 
Means "Second clan goods," and the 
right hand signal for the other is made 
by stroking the side of the face as if 
fecliag whether a share Is necessary. 
The masterly and unconcerned way in 
which two old hands at trade sign talk 
will convene in coi»i>a»y is wonderful. 
Even an expert will not catch the mes- 
sages, though he knows he is being talk- 
ed over. "Be careful; he suspects tbe 
signals," Is Vied/when necessary and 
consists in "Brranfinz the necktie as 
though it bad accidentally slipped down. 


There is an almost universal code 


among business experts and their employ- 
ers, though it is altered slifhtly in dif- 
ferent caiet, to threw the outsider off 
the sent. A partner or manager often 
accompanies hl» best expert inspector 
when folnic to decid* -between goods that 
arp offered, and the expert signals the 
"bos*" whether to buy or not. 


"Good" is telegraphed by resting the 


rifbt band on tbe right hip. "Bad" by 
tbe left on the left hip. and "Damaged 
goods, but worth taking at half price," 
is a common message, conveyed by pass- 
ing a forefnger around the ipside of the 
collar ss riJ'«cgh It bad a rough edge and 
bun tte neck.

DISHONEST DEPOSITORS. -, 


Humor and Fnthos of the 


BaaU In Great Cities. 


Writing of the savings banks and their 


depositors in The Century, Richard 
Bougbton tells of the embarrassment 
sometimes caused to bank officials by dis- 
honest patrons. 


The great bulk of depositors, perhaps 


65tper cent, are of the laboring classes, 
the* weekly wage earners; then come the 
middle and well to do class, say 30 per 
cent, and lastly the very rich man aniT 
tbe criminal in about equal proportions. 
By criminal I do not mean to confine tbis 
class to baak burglars, check forgers and 
bank note counterfeiters—yon will sea 
all of these if you watch tbe line long 
enough—but I include all those men and 
women who avoid police notice when 
tbey can and are occasionally "wanted" 
at police headquarters, the rich keeper 
of the fashionable gambling house, the 
woman who is suspected of knowing tha 
whereabouts of a vanished thief 
or 


forger, the man wbo never breaks into a 
bank himself, but takes a friendly and 
patronly interest in those who do, and 
so on up and down the scale of cos- 
mopolitan vice. At one time or another 
they all have savings bank accounts. It 
seems incomprehensible, but people of all 
these classes are frequent, even perma- 
nent depositors. I do not say this from 
hearsay, but have seen examples of each 
of them lodging their money even in 
their own names. 


What can you do witb. these people 


when they ceme to deposit? It is not 
criminal to save money, and you cannot 
arrest them. 
In some cases their ac- 


counts are closed by tbe banks, and they 
are told to take themselves off, a bint 
upon which they promptly and quietly 
act, possibly from fear of the police, ac- 
customed as they are to obey when told 
to "move on." 


Seme of them, however, are not easily 


got rid of. A famous confidence woman 
had her account in a New York bank, 
and her quiet demeanor, amiable smile, 
innocent, almost girlish timidity, quite 
won tho chief official in charge. He waa 
accustomed to call her aside politely from 
the somewhat rough crowded line, give 
her a chair in the anteroom and send her 
passbook and money by one of the clerks 
to tbe receiving teller. 
Her identity 


was finally discovered through a police 
inquiry at the bank, and tbe next time 
she called the eld gentleman offered her 
not a chair, but her passbook with her 
deposits in full. Tbe "poor young thing" 
•wore at him like a trooper. It wa« quite 
necessary to call in the moral influence 
of the porter, displaying his "special 
deputy" badge, before Miss Innocent 
made less noise and took herself and her 
deposits out of tee bank, giving tbe old 
gentleman a parting shot at tbe doorway. 


The president and managing oficiala 


of a leading bank once debated loBg and 
seriously whether they should inform 
the authorities that just after a famous 
burglary three men and two women had 
deposited $8,000 each in new bank bills 
that possibly were a portion of those that 
had recently been stolen in transit be- 
tween tbe two banks. It was a question 
whether the suspicion would justify tbis 
action, which of course would become 
public, perhaps get into tbe newspapers 
and some illiterate depositors might hear 
the Btory with a new twist given to it; 
not tbat burglars bad put money into 
tbe bank, but had been in and had taken 
some ont. The result would be a run. 
It was finally decided to do nothing, at 
least for tho time. Scon afterward the 
thieves—tor such they were—relieved the 
bank's perplexity. Two of the men and 
tbe two women came in singly, but in a 
hurry, An\r tbe full amount that was in 
their mames and made off. The fifth of 
the party did uot return until years aft- 
erward, whan a man with cropped hair, 
an unconscious leckst«p halt in his walk 
and other evitUaces of having been tem- 
porarily retired from society called and 
drew tbt deposit tbat had slumbered 
wbijw lit was "doing time UD tbe river."

DEFENDS THE PURPOSE NOVEL 


Address by Professor Maxcy Before 


Monday Club and Friends 


The Monday club and a larsre n/umber 


of invited guests filled the parlois of 
the Universaljst church yesterday after- 
noon to listen to a lecture by Pro^ssur 
Carroll Lswis Maxcy of Williams col- 
lege, professor of English. The topic 
s-at for yesterday's meeting was "The 
purpose novel," and Professor Maxcy 
was askea to speak on it in olace of 
the usual papers by club members. Mrs. 
Coyle, president of the club, inttroducc-d 
Professor Maxcy, who gave a most in- 
teresting address. 


Professor Maxcy is an ardent defend- 


er of the purpose novel, maintaining 
that all great novels of the present 
time are o<f this order. He introduced 
his subject by refernrfe to the position 
of Marion Crawford, who says that the 
purpose novel has no place among real 
novels. He differed entirely and em- 
phatically with this statement. Every 
good novel of the present time can be 
called a purpose novel, he said. The 
novels of former years dealt with ex- 
ternals, while today the real novel is a 
psychological study. IrJ its highest form 
it has a deliberate purpose, giving the 
story of human life under stress of 
some emotion. 


The novel today takes the place of 


other Jtorms of literature of previous 
ages. First the bards sang of the story 
of life under emotion. Then the drama 
took up the theme. Lyric poetry came 
next, and now fiction has taken the 
place of these, performing: the same 
function. 


This makes the purpose novel the 


chief thing in literature today. It is 
not didactic, with a too evident pur- 
pose, but it is written for the purpose 
of carrying some great thought. 


Proflsssor Maxcy illustrated his point 


by frequent references to modern nov- 
els, instancing as anl example of the 
contrast between present and past nov- 
els the story of Eicliard the Won Heart 
as told by Scott and Hewlett. Scott's 
story deals with externals, Hewlett's 
is an introspective story, illustrating 
how present day navels treat with a pur 
pose the same themes that former novel 
ists took up from an entirely different 
point of view.

I have been examined and registered, 


and provides « penalty for their doing 
so, while Secretary Harvey's bill leaves 
the matter to ba fought out in the 
courts. He says that in his opinion, 
the fact that the Christian Scientists 
made no protest against Dr. Harvey's 
bill is ample evidence that it is not 
sufficiently strong.

Some, liovv- 
ever, co not share this belief, and 
think that it will be late, as the •« inter 
has been a severe or.b and the frost is 
deep in the ground. 


Everything depends on the weather 


when the season opens, which is usu- 
ally about the 10th of March. 
Cold 


nights, followed by warm days, causes 
the sap to run well. 
If the ground 


freeaes at night and the temperature 
rises the next day eo as to cause a 
thaw the pap will always ruri in pro- 
portion to the climatic conditions. Roth 
snow and rain storms are needed to 
make the maple trees pour out" the 
juices which they contain. Freezing 
and thawing causes the moisture in the 
ground to evaporate, and this is hurt- 
flul, for although the process is nteces- 
sary it is detrimental without the other 
adjuncts of rain and snow./

Yesterday a representative of 
the NatiorJal association of retail drug- 
grists was in the city, and finished get- 
ting the signatures of the druggists of 
the city. Today he Is working in Ad- 
ams ,and had most of the signatures 
of the druggists there, with the pros- 
pect of receiving all of them before the 
day is over. WilHamstown is also in- 
cluded in the list, the druggists from 
there having slgnlaa the schedule. 


TT"? nolv«- ni<">vo will ti*> to r^rfe^t the 


permanent organization which will be 
done in the near future, when they will 
make an effort to affiliate with the na- 
tional association of retail druggists, 
and be governted by them. 


This move is on the line with similar 


ones in Pittefleld, apd (Other cities 
throughout the state and country, and 
is not to raise the' prices on drugs, but 
to maintain the standard price on pat- 
erJt medicines, etc., selling them for the 
price marked upon the bottles. 
The 


members are bound to adhere strictly to 
the prices, a failure to do so, and to cut 
the prices is punishable by being black- 
listed 1>y the wholesalers, who will re- 
fuse to sell them coods.

Held Yesterday 


The nurses 'home at the hospital was 


opened for public inspection yesterday 
for tite first time and was open from 3 
to 9 p. m, Several members of the board 
of control were present to show visit- 
tors' through the building and to give 
such information, as might be desired 
in regard to the work of the institu- 
tion. 


There "was not a large attendance, 


but all visitors were greatly pleased 
with the addition to the hospital, which 
.all .recognize- wllj... be .,• very yaluable. 
The furnishings of the rooms were es- 
pecially, admired, bfelng plain, but sub- 
stantial and in keeping with the uses 
for which the building was erected. 
The furniture was all selected' by the 
building committee, in order that it 
niipht be uniform and exactly suited 
to the needs of the nurses, and those 
who have given and are to give fur- 
niture make their gifts in the form of 
cash. By this means much more sat- 
isfactory results have been secured 
than would have been the case if each 
donor made a selection "of furniture. 


A small fund, tne balance of money 


raised for the hospital a few years ago 
by the letter carriers, with money re- 
sulting from one or more social enter- 
tainments under the direction of E. A. 
Wr'ght when lu lived in the city, 
nearly covered the cost of furnishing 
tr,e class room. The furniture in the 
lar?e living room and three <of IH-a bed- 
rooms was given, and considerable of 
tl.e furniture in the superintendent's 
parlor is her pe.-sonal propeity.

Sour, the furniture from the nurses' 
rooms in the old part of the building 
teing used there.

The furnishings for the 


chi'dren's ward were all given. 
The aim of the women in charge has 
been to select simple and suitable fur- 
nishings, and to have the whole har- 
monious and attractive ,and this they 
have succeeded in doing. A piano has 
been placed in the home temporarily, 
the rental having been given for a 
limited time. 


Though many repairs to the hospital 


have been made neces-ary by these 
changes, there is- much satisfaction in 
knowing that tlie nurses now have 
comfortable and cheerful quarters and 
that the hospital is better equipped for 
its work than ever before. 
The fa- 


cilities for tne eare of patients have 
been greatly improved, ana maternity 
cases can now be kept in a separate 
part of the hospital. There is a chil- 
dren's ward, and with a men's ward, a 
women's ward and several private 
rooms the facilities for caring for all 
who enter the institution aro ample 
and excellent.

Mrs. P. H. Cutting-, the living- room by 
Mrs. T. W. Sykes, and H. G. B. Fisher, 
the Misses Susan and Agnes Blackinton 
and Mrs. E. S. Wilkinson each fur- 
nish a nurse's room.

STATE DETECTIVE PEASE DEAD 


Clo«e of Long and Eventful Life ci 


Well.Known Officer 


State Detective Moses H. Pease of 


Lee. known through this entire region 
from hia work as an officer, died last 
night at his home In Lee after a brief 
Illness. Detective Pease was In this city 
much of the time following: the Reed 
murders, and has visited here frequent- 
ly since that time. 


Mr. Pease was 66 years old and was 


born in Granville, but went with his 
parents to Lets when a boy. His father 
was for many years a deputy sheriff 
in Lee, and when the son) attained his 
majority he was appointed a deputj 
to serve with his father. It was in the 
position of deputy that Mr. Pease ac- 
quired a reputation flor daring and ex- 
ecutive ability which afterward led to 
his promotion to the state police. He 
prove'd to be one of the best officers in 
this position that "Western Massachu- 
setts has ever had, and many tales of 
his courage are related. 


He served for a time as a state officer 


under the old prohibitory law, and on 
many occasions showed conspicuous 
bravery. On one occasion he went to 
Pittsfield to make some arrests. 
The 


prohibitory law was very unpopular, 
and" when the officer called u-xm some 
citizenb to aid him. he was flatiy re- 
fused. 
He immediately arrested 
the 


men who failed to respond to his re- 
quest for aid and they were fined the 
next morning by Judge Tucker, 
the 


present justice of the court in that city. 
When the prohibitory law was changed 
he found himselil out of a position and 
then wenlt to Bridgeport, where he was 
employed for some time in the postal 
service. 


Returning, he was made justice of the 


Lee district court, and In 1882 was ap- 
pointed to the position as state detec- 
tive which he held at the time of his 
death. 


During his long- career in the employ 


of the state Mr. Pease showed marked 
ability In the detection of crime, and 
the runnfing down of criminals. His 
quiet mode of procedure which was fol- 
lowed in so many cases by success soon 
established a reputation. 


Perhaps is most remarkable work 


was in the Coy case. John Whaien, a 
resident oil "Washington, was 
found 


dead and cut to pieces in a lonely srave 
irJ the woods of "Washington, and with 
every sign pointing to a most brutal 
murder. It was largely through the 
efforts of State Detective Pease that the 
crime was traced to "William Coy and 
he was tried and convicted of the crime. 
Prior to his trial Coy had made a par- 
tial confession to Pease. 


At the time of his illness which re- 


sulted fatally Mr. Pease was working 
energetically on the Reed murder case 
in this city. 


Deputy Sheriff Wood of Pittsfield, a 


prominent democrat, is mentioned as 
the leading candidate for the appoint- 
ment to fill the vacancy thus caused.

All Rmstnc at Once In Sight of Vir« 


Kinla City. 


"Virginia City," said a man from Ne- 


vada to a reporter, "is pretty well up in 
the world, as any one knows who has 
ever been there, and there are very few 
localities in all the Rocky mountain re- 
gion from which a wider range of coun- 
try can. be taken in at one view. Owing 
to that fact some very beautiful, striking 
and unusual sights are frequently seen 
by the dwellers in that famed city, al- 
most within sounding distance of the 
clouds. I have witnessed some of them 
myself, and one in particular I remem- 
ber. In fact, it was a sight that no OEO 
having seen could ever forget. It was a 
moving panorama, .grand, impress've, in 
the extreme, being no less than five dis- 
tinct snowstorms raging among the moun- 
tains and deserts to the eastward, while 
in the city not a flake of snow was fall- 
ing. The storms represented all degrees 
of fierceness and covered an area of at 
least 100 miles. The one farthest to the 
east and at the same time the most 
northerly one was apparently passing di- 
rectly over the 40 mile de-ert. It was 
as black as a thundercloud, so dense 
was the whirling body of snow, and was 
perhaps ten miles in diameter. Any one 
in the midst of it would have been will- 
ing to swear that a snowstorm, must be 
raging over the entire continent, and just 
to the north of it several tall, stately 
peaks rose out of the fierce storm and 
towered 'above it in the full splendor of 
sunlight. The high hills that lay beyond 
the storm were shot off from sight as 
though by a gigantic black curtain. 


"Nearer and to the southward another 


storm not so black and fierce as the 
first, but still dense enough to hide all 
the region behind it. wns in IPSS active 


• progress. It crept along toward the east, 
I reaching from the level of the Carson val- 


ley upward to the very cloud where it 
came high in the heavens. Still nearer 
and between the city and the mountains 
of Como a lighter storm, yet one only two 
or three miles in width, passed on its 
way. 
Through this the mountain peaks 


could be seen dimly, as in a thin fog. A 
mile farther south a fourth snowstorm, 
smaller in area than even the last one, 
but as black and temptestoous as the 
great blizzard that, with the sun touch- 
ing its crown, was sweeping the 40 mile 
desert, raged in awful fury. All behind 
it was hid as with the pall of blackest 
night. Miles away, farther up to the 
southward, the fifth storm, a vast and 
violent one, was sweeping along, cover- 
ing and hiding a range of 80 miles of 
high hills. 


"Between these several storm bodies 


hills, plains, mountains «nd peaks stood 
revealed as far as the eye could see, all 
lying in the glory of a late October sun. 
The gleaming peaks that rise golden far 
above the black masses of storm as they 
raged in fury at the mountain bases and 
far up the rocky sides made a particular- 
ly striking and awesome part of that

Supt. W. G. Mitchell of the public 


echools has handed his annual report 
to the school committee. The report is 
a long one and contains mucli matter 
of interest. The report of the school 
committee is now being prepared, but 
will not be ready for publication for 
a week or m'ore. 


Supt. Mitchell's report shows by the 


statistics of the year that while the 
total enrollment has fallen 
off 
the 


average membership does not vary es- 
sentially from last year, with an at 
tendance 'of 93 per cent. The year was 
noticeable for evenness of attendance. 


Special repairs were made in the 


Bummer a,t the Spring street building, 
a full account being given in the Tran- 
script 
at 
the 
time. 
Considerable 


painting: and renovating were done at 
two or three other school bull. ings. 
New sittings have been put into two 
primary rooms on Spring street. Sev- 
eral rooms are still crowded, notably 
room B, station school. A separation 
of grades three and four in that room 
is recommended. A good room could 
be rented near by. 
Some assistant 


teaching is also suggested for the large 
number at Broad Brook. 


The report calls attention to the un- 


usual loss of teachers during the year, 
and dwells upon the value of con- 
tinued service to the schools. The out 
line of studies is d\velt upon with some 
detail, stress being laid on the nee£ of 
accuracy and readiness in the use of 
the English language, 
and on the 


means employed to secure them. 


Reference is made to the service of 


the late Miss Millicent Ford, supervi- 
sor of the 
department 
of 
manual 


training, and a sketch given of the 
work fropi its beginnings under the 
auspices of the Good Will club to the 
present. The drawing is noted, with a 
suggestion that it be extended to the 
high school with opportunities for ad- 
vanced work there. A piea is made 
for the introduction of vocal music into 
the schools on the ground of its educa- 
tional value. 


The committee has kept the expenses 


for the year within the appropriation, 
the amount estimated for the Blackin- 
ton schools being unexpended. Larger 
'outlays than usual in some depart- 
ments, especially in repairs, were offset 
by reduction in others, so that the year 
ends with a balance on hand. On ac- 
count of the unexpended Blackinton es- 
timate, the committee will ask for a 
smaller appropriation for next year. 


MISSIONS IN CHINA 


Prominent Chinese Missionary Speaks 


in St. John's Church. 


Rev. t). T. Huntingdon, a Chinese 


missionary, spoke in St. John's church 
yesterday afternoon -on the work that 
Js being done in China, He -was on his 
•way from Troy, N. T. to New Haven, 
Ct., in which city he speaks tonight, 
and stopped 
in 
Williamstown long 


enough to make an address. During 
the trouble in China Mr. Huntington 
was in Han Row, which is in Central 
China. The viceroy there was a strong 
and influential man, and though the 
boxers appeared twice, they did, no 
harm. 


Mr. Huntington spoke more particu- 


larly of the work that is being done in 
China, and of the hospitals, schools, 
colleges and tbe higher religious work. 
11 the five years which the speaker 
has spent in China, the work has 
doubled. Two thousand five hundred 
names are on the books, and six new 
stations have been started, doubling 
thus the number formerly existing. 


Mr. Huntington spoke to some length 


of the work of the native clergy and of 
the people. He believed that the work 
in China had been very successful. In 
closing he referred to the troubles that 
other misslonnrles experienced in the 
north ot China.

ing the southwest, which have been 
made public in recent months, indicate 
that that portion of tbe United States 
is to become in the near future a center 


i of remarkable activity in railroad con- 
| struciion. It is estimated, Bays the 
j Chicago Inter Ocean, that within the 


next two years more mileage will be 
built in the region west of the Missis- 


| sippi and south of the Red river "than 
! in all western and northern states com- 


i bined. Within two years 5,000 miles 


of railroad win be constructed in Tex- 
as, the Indian Territory, Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and New Mexico. 


Among the more important projects 


are extensions of the Chicago, Rock Is- 
land and Pacific and the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Pe companies which 
will enable beta systems to reach El 
Paso, Tes., the gateway to the Mexican 
republic, by their own lines. El Paso 
Is on the direct route between the 
United States and the City of Mexico, 
os it is the terminus of th"e Mexican 
Central railroad. The Santa Fe has 
also planned extensions -which will con- 
siderably shorten its present route to 
the Pacific coast, and the Rock Island 
Is also branching out in the same direc- 
tion. 


Contracts aggregating over 300 miles 


have been let by these two companies 
In the southwest, while the total dis- 
tance to be covered by them iu new 
construction 
aggregates 
tally 
800 


miles. 
The Choctaw, Oklahoma and 


Gulf company has let contracts for 
about 100 miles of extensions from 
Oklahoma southwest, giving it a con- 
nection in Texas and New Mexico. 
IB tbe same section the Kansas City, 
Mexico and Orient is being promoted 
by E. E. Stilwell, to be constructed 
between Kansas City and a point on 
the gulf of California. Of this line 
over 500 miles have already been, let 
to contract. 


The International and Gfreat North- 


ern Railroad company hi Texas will 
build over 200 miles to give it a line 
from Houston into northern Texas. 
Tbe Missouri, Kansas and Texas is 
completing a 50 mile extenson to San 
Antonio, while tbe St. Louis and San 
Francisco is completing a new route 
sorth from St. Louis by constructing 
from a point in the Indian Territory 
through eastern Oklahoma to Denison. 
Tex., where it obtains connection for 
Fort Worth. The Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe has made arrangements to 
build into eastern Texas to , connect 
with tbe Gulf, Beaumont and Kansas 
City, which IS' now being completed 
through the oil and timber district. 


In Louisiana contracts are about to 


be let for a railroad which will termi- 
nate at Sabine Pass and form a new 
line between Arkansas and the gulf of 
Mexico. 
The Illinois Central 
will 


probably build nearly 100 miles east 
and west through southern Louisiana 
during tbe present year, as surveys 
have been made and an appropriation 
made to pay for the cost of construc- 
tion. The Goulds have purchased the 
New Orleans and Northwestern rail- 
road from the Hyde syndicate of Ti- 
tusville. Pa., and will build about 175 
miles of extension, giving a shorter 
route between Little Rock and Ne,w 
Orleans. 


The reasons given for these exten- 


sion projects are the necessity for new 
lines to develop the timber, mineral, 
oil and agricultural resources of the 
southwest and the appreciation «f the 
development o£ Mexico by the great 
railway systems west of tbe Missis- 
sippi river. The freight and passenger 
business between Mexico and 
the 


United States has greatly increased 
within the last few years, and the 
traffic which will accrue to tbe lines 
reaching the Rio Grande, It is believed, 
will well repay tbe cost of such an 
extensive construction. 


The fiftieth anniversary of the Mil- 


waukee road passed unobserved in Mil- 
waukee the other day. At least there 
was no formal celebration of the event, 
as was at one time intended by the of- 
ficers of the company. Just a half cen- 
tury has passed since tbe first passen- 
ger train moved in the state of Wiscon- 
sin, and that train left Milwaukee for 
Waukesha to formally open the "Mil- 
waukee and Mississippi River railway," 
the pareut systtftn of the now great 
Chicago, Milwaukee'and St. Paul. That 
was a great day, writes a correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Inter Ocean, and 
there are several persons in Milwau- 
kee today who are able to tell all about 
the event which has resulted in such 
great things both for Wisconsin and 
the northwest. 


In 1848 Bjron Kilbourn had begu:i 


tbe organization of the road, and in 
January, 1849, tbe work of construc- 
tion was begun, and on E'cb. 25, 1851, 
the first 20 miles was completed and 
£o"uiall> optued vvii.ii an excursion at- 
tended by tbe prominent citizens of 
Milwaukee and Prairieville, as Wauke- 
eha was known at that time, including 
Governor Tallmadge, Mayor Upham of 
Milwaukee and prominent business 
men. 
A banquet was served in the 


large carhouse at Waukesha, and a 
Milwaukee paper criticised the road 
adversely for expending $600 in a sta- 
tion at 
Milwaukee when such an 


amount of money could better be sper 
for rolling stock. 


This was the beginning of the gr<" 


ro.id. E. n. Brodhead, K. D. Holt 
Hans Crocker, James Kneeland, Anoion 
Eldred, Daniel Wells, Alexander Mitcn- 
ell and S. S. Merrill, all ruen who ha\ t- 
been prominent figures In tbe history 
and development «f Milwaukee, were 
prominent in the road In its ear'" day.

After 
a pleasant ride of 1 hour and 40 min- 
utes, including sundry stops on the 
way to take on more passengers, tht 
train arrived at Waukesha (Prairie 
ville), where it was greeted by the pop- 
ulation of1 the village and numerous 
sightseers from the surrounding coun- 
ty. The company "proceeded to the 
spacious carhouse of the railroad, 
which is 50 by 100 feet," fitted up for 
the occasion" as a banquet hall, and 
there partook of a repast prepared by 
the citizens of Waukesha, after which 
speechmaking was indulged in. The 
report says that "tbe return trip was 
much more rapid than the outer trip," 
but does not give the time consumed in 
making the 20 miles. The cost of tick- 
ets for the excursion was $1.50 each. A 
round trip ticket today by electric car 
costs 50 cents. 


Because of their refusal to quit issu- 


ing prepaid orders for tickets In eastern 
territory the Northern Pacific, Great 
Northern and Canadian Pacific rail- 
roads are practically being boycotted 
by the eastern railroads..

It is a well known fact 
that prepaid orders are used mainly to 
secretly cut rates and to ta'ke the rout- 
ing of business out of the hands of tbe 
Initial lines. 
The Southern Pacific 


saved itself from being boycotted also 
by agreeing to stop tbe sale of prepaid 
orders in the east. The result is a 
boom in business for the Southern Pa- 
cific and Santa Fe line and their con- 
nections and a decline in the through 
traffic west bound of the Northern Pa- 
cific, Great Northern and Canadian 
Pacific.

Baron Hermann, agricultural expert 


of the German embassy, has received 
word from tbe German government 
that a specialist designated by the ag- 
ricultural societies will soon leave Ber- 
lin for the United States to make a 
careful Inquiry Into the use of Ameri- 
can agricultural machinery with a 
view to its Introduction into general 
use in Germany. 
The mo'vement is 


highly satisfactory to Baron Hermann, 
who has for some time been urging 
upon the German authorities the mark- 
ed advantages of American agricultur- 
al machinery. Moreover, he looks upon 
the move as one likely to prove benefi- 
cial both to German agriculture and to 
American manufacturers, as it prom- 
ises to ope» a new market for Ameri- 
can goods in the farming sections of 
Germany. 


The marked advantages of American 


agricultural machinery in the labor 
saving appliances have appealed to 
Germany for some time, but not until 
now has any positive action been taken 
to bring about the introduction of the 
American articles. Just DOW the ques- 
tion appeals to Germany with adder! 
force, as the agricultural sections are 
being depopulated, while the manufac- 
turing centers are being overcrowded. 
Under these circumstances it is felt to 
be desirable to give every modern fa- 
cility to the agricultural class to con- 
tinue tlie productive capacity of the 
farms to their full limit The officials 
have observed in this connection that 
the want of farm labor in America has 
stimulated invention In innumerable 
labor saving lines, which have now 
taken the place of hand Ubor. Tlae&e 
include not only the ponderous ma- 
chines operated on large 
western 


farms, but also comparatively small de- 
vices of farm labor, all contributing 
greatly to the economy of farm produc- 
tion. 


Baron Hermann has urged them up- 


on the government, and it is now the 
purpose to make a thorough inquiry, 
both on the farms and in the agricul- 
tural factory. 
The expert will arrive 


in this country about the time the 
sowing season begins and through the 
spring and summer will give his atten- 
tion to th<> farms, going to the agricul- 
tural factor es in the fall. Baron Her- 
mann foresi es in the movement results 
alike benefit ial to both countries.

The Hoosac Valley street railway 


company received from the state rail- 
road commission this morning the au- 
thority to extend its tracks into the 
towns of Cheshire and Clarksburg sub- 
ject to the permission of those towns. 
This is the expected result of the re- 
cent hearing held in Boston, and which 
\\as reported in the Transcript at the 
time. 


This- leaves the local road free to 


apply at once for a hearing in Cheshire, 
while the town of Clarksburg has al- 
ready voted in favor of allowing the 
road to enter. It is expected that the 
road will be extended into both towns 
this year. 


The hearing of yesterday in Cheshire, 


as reported in yesterday's issue, showed 
pretty conclusively that the Berkshire or 
million dollar company would not con- 
test the desire of the Hoosac Valley 
company to enter that town from the 
north. The hearing was of importance 
as indicating that whatever may hap- 
pen south of Cheshire, the Hoosac Val- 
ley road will have a clear field from the 
Vermont line south to Cheshire village, 
and will meet at that point either the 
Berkshire or Pittsfield companies, or 
possibly both. This has been indicated 
before, but never so positively as at 
the hearing. 


Another important 
fact developed 


was that in all probability the hear- 
ings on the petitions of the 
Hoosac 


Valley road and the Pittsfield road will 
not be held together, as was at first 
planned- Near the close of yesterday's 
hearing, Chairman Dean of the Ches- 
hire selectmen asked President C. Q. 
Richmond of the Hoosac Valley com- 
pany to state his position. Mr. Rich- 
mond replied that he was ready for a 
hearing at any time. 


After the hearing, Mr. Richmond held 


a conference with the selectmen, and 
said that his company would ask for a 
hearing as soon as the permissuon from 
the railroad commissioners 
was re- 


ceived. It was practically agreed that 
the local road should have a hearing, 
without waiting for the Pittsfield com- 
pany. The later's petition to the legis- 
lature is still to be acted upon, and al- 
though Representative Turtle promised 
at the hearing that this action should 
be prompt, it would delay the affairs of 
the Hoosac Valley company for some 
time if both hearings were held to- 
g3ther according to the early plans. 


It is thereflore expected that Cheshire 


will give a hearing to the Hoosac Val- 
ley company within about three weeks. 
The survey of the route through Adams 
south to Cheshire town line will be 
completed in a few days', and the route 
will then be definitely settled on and 
approved by .the Adams selectmen.
